And I like the picture 
of him which comes through with 
his note — a man with imagina- 
tion and a lively sense of the fu- 
ture and a wish to probe into it. 
He was almost certainly some- 
thing of a romantic, akin in spirit 
to those who put messages into 
bottles and toss them into the sea, 
dreaming of their being picked up 
and read on some strange and 
distant shore. He put his in a 
secluded place in a brand-new 
building, the great home of a 
wealthy man, dreaming of its 
being found on the distant shore 
of future years.

In January of that year Mr.

Down South, Virginia was re- 
admitted to the Union, and Geor- 
gia and Texas ratified the 15th 
amendment.

Silver Dollars 


Mr. Merrimert likely wanted to 
be paid in silver dollars, but he 
may have been a greenback man. 
By 1868 the state of Ohio was 
hot with what was called ‘‘The 
Ohio Idea.”’ This was for the pay- 
ment in greenback of all bonds. 
There was still restriction on is- 
suance of paper money, and this 
caused hard times in agricul- 
tural areas. Eastern bankers were 
manipulating the new currency. 
In February of that year the U.S. 
Supreme Court had ruled green- 
backs were not legal tender for 
debts contracted prior to passage 
of the legal tender act law. Seeds 
of the populist revolt were then 
being sown, though the harvest 
was about 20 years away. 


Over in distant Europe the 
Franco - Prussian war was on 
and Mr. Merrimert almost cer- 
tainly nodded approval whefi 
President Grant proclaimed this 
nation’s neutrality. 


Mr. Merrimert was perhaps 
not satisfied with his wages. His 
pay was about a dollar for 10 
or 12 hours work. A very radical 
organization, secret to avoid re- 
taliation against its members, 


was the Knights of Labor, urging 
an eigtit - hour day. But all the 
new labor organizations were 
broken by the panic of 1873. There

It was at 6:40 a.m. EST—just 
four minutes: before the expira- 
tion of a one-hour firing period— 
that Tiros I took off from here on 
its scientific mission. It was pro- 
pelled into space by a three-stage 
Air Force rocket, the Thor-Able. 


LIKE HAT BOX 


The satellite was shaped like 
an enoromous hat box. Each of 
its two television cameras was no 
larger than a water glass. They 
were built by the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America under direction 
of the Army’s signal research and 
development laboratory at Fort 
Monmouth, N.J. 


The camera with the wide-angle 
lens could view an area 800 miles 
square. The narrow-angle lens on 
the more precise camera was fo- 
cused to peer at areas with sides 
only 30 miles long.

Censtitution Washington Bureau 
WASHINGTON — The Air Force 
indicated Friday it will virtually 
shu. down operations Oct. 1 at the 
Georgia Nuclear Laboratory at 
Dawsonville. ' 


Unless some other use can 
found for that facility by then, 
the Air Force said, its operating 
contract with Loc Aircraft 
will be terminated and the fa- 
cility placed on a stand-by basis. 

The Air Force hag a contract 
with Lockheed to operate the lab- 
oratory in the development of 
manned nuclear aircraft. 


However, a reorientation of this 
program in mid-1959 deferred the 
construction and ‘flight testing of 
the nuclear-powered airplane. 


This action, the Air Force said, 
reduced the requirement for the 
Georgia laboratory to the point 
that “continued operation for that 
cannot be justified.”

U.N. Urges S. Africa 
To End Racial Bias 


By BRUCE W. MUNN 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (UPI). 
The United Nations Security Coun- 
cii voted 9-0 Friday to urge South 
Africa to end its policy of race 
discrimination which has led to 
rioting and bloodshed. Britain and 
France abstained from the vote. 


The vote on the resolution, in- 
troduced by Ecuador with the 
backing of the 29nation Afro- 
Asian bloc, came after three days 
of debate. South Africa partici- 
pated only to the extent that its 
ambassador, Bernardus Gerhard- 
us Fourie, denied the council had 
the authority to deal with the 
internal affairs of a nation. He 
charged the council was adopting 
a “double standard” for certain 
countries. 


The United States supported the : 


resolution. U.S. Ambassador Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge said the resolu- 
tion “‘seeks to build a bridge not 
a wall” in the racial conflict in 
which three Africans were killed 
and three more wounded Friday in 
a street demonstration in the 
South African city of Durban. 


The resolution calls on Secre- 
tary-General Dag Hammarskjold 
to “consult” with the South Af- 


rican government and “‘take such | § 


measures as would adequately 
help in insuring” the principles of 
the U.N. charter. 


’ Britain, leader of the common- 
wealth to which South Africa be- 
longs, and France, embroiled in 
the Algerian war, both refused 
to take part in the vote in view 
of the article of the U.N. charter 
forbidding the U.N. to intervene 
in the domestic affairs of any 
country. 

BRITAIN ABSTAINED 


. There had been reports during 
the day that Britain was prepared 
to go so far as to veto the reso- 
lution. This was not the case.

Douglas also emphasized that 
city contributions to the five proj- 
ects already cleared will absorb 
the $1.5 million earmarked for 
renewal and that other projects 
must await additional matching 
funds.

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Let's Save Streets 
From Strangulation 


The next round in the hassle over pro- 
posed parking bans on portions of White- 
hall and Mitchell streets is scheduled 
April 27 at a public meeting before the 
aldermanic police committee. 


Recommended by the Traffic and 
Transportation Commission, the plan is 
another in a series of similar actions de- 
signed to make better use of downtown 
streets. 


: - Fat meaffafhaking the most of their 
all-too-limited capacity to keep traffic 
moving rather than serving as a con- 
venience to a few parkers who can and 
do block entire lanes to thousands of mo- 
torists. 

The downtown snarl of cars should be 
evidence enough that times have changed 
and the city must change with them by 
opening every artery for vehicular move- 
ment in congested areas. Statistics lend 
further emphasis to the fact. Commission 
Chairman Robert Snodgrass has pointed 
out that 12 years ago Atlanta was try- 
ing to provide driving rooom for 174,000 
vehicles. Now the figure has leaped to 
400,000. It is expected to double by 10 
years from now. 

The best remedies at hand for traffic 

strangulation are such measures as in- 
creased use of mass transit facilities, 
eliminating left turns at certain inter- 
sections, converting to one-way streets 
wherever feasible and enactment of 
parking bans. 
. It is the latter that a good many mer- 
¢hapts oppose. They contend their busi- 
nesses would be hurt. They also raise 
the question as to what would be accom- 
plished by parking bans as long as load- 
ing trucks still tie up curb lanes. 

While we respect their viewpoint, it 
seems obvious that in the long run it 
would serve their interests much better 
to reappraise the situation. A break- 
down in traffic mobility—and under ex- 
isting circumstances Atlanta certainly is 
heading in that direction—most assuredly 
would discourage shoppers from coming to 
the downtown area. The loss ‘would be 
far greater than that from parking bans. 

As for loading trucks tieing up curb 
lanes, that, too is a problem not beyend 
solution. The layout of the city’s core is 
such that few alleys are available for 
unloading and loading purposes. There- 
fore, it is inevitable that more thought 
must be given toward restricting such 
operations in certain areas to night hours 
when the traffic flow is at its thinnest. 

Such remedies may be painful at first 
to those affected. But cures must be ef- 
fected to assure the future well-being of 
all concerned.

De Gaulle Demonstrates 


His Diplomatic Daring 


Explosion by the French of another 
nuclear device in the Sahara yesterday 
was not without its grim humor. Premier 
de Gaulle acted in character as he began 
his talks with Khrushchev, who bitterly 
has opposed the French tests. De Gaulle 
literally has thumbed his nose at him 
just as he has at his pained British and 
American allies. 

De Gaulle, while in principle sticking 
by his NATO friends, wants it known that 
France also will go her own way in pur- 
suit of national goals. Even though pos- 
session of a limited number of atomic 
bombs by France will not alter the power 
balance in the least, De Gaulle is dem- 
onstrating that France can build them, 
Lou. 

The French development, of course, 
will affect the course of the nuclear and 
disarmament conferences now goihg on 
at Geneva. Agreement to cease tests by 
the United States, Britain and the Soviet 
Union does not bind France or Red China 
or any other nation. The atomic club is 
bound to grow unless a world- 
wide agreement including all nations. 
French tests also are bound to have 
effect on the forthcoming summit 
Whether we like it or not, 
Gaulle will play a vad role there. 
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To date he has shown himself less likely 
to compromise with the Soviets on the 
German and other problems than have 
the United States and Britain. 

While admiring the De Gaulle audac- 
ity, only time will prove whether its 
greatest ingredient is foolhardiness. But 
at least France for now is occupying an 
important place on the world stage.

More Will Be Heard 
Of Problems of Aged 


The House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee has. rejected a bill which would have 
provided health insurance for Social Se- 
curity pensioners. Known as the Forand 
Bill, the measure has been opposed by 
the medical profession as a whole and 
by President Eisenhower, although Sec- 
retary of Health, Education and Welfare 
Flemming favored it. 


While we hold no brief for this par- 
ticular measure, the problems of the aged 
and the aging have not become less and 
their numbers are increasing rapidly. The 
issue of health insurance for them just 
now is being’thrust into the public arena. 


Rejection of the Forand Bill is only an 


episode, 

Today more than eight million people 
are in the over 65-years-of-age bracket. 
In this year’s election more than 20 per 
cent of eligible voters will be 60 or older. 
By 1970 the figure will rise to about 25 
per cent. These voters, together with their 
children, can just about control the bal- 
ance of political power. 

This growing number of older peo- 
ple eligible to draw Social Security pen- 
sions has seen the size of their pensions 
progressively lowered by inflation. The 
majority have incomes of less than $2,- 
000 a year. There is inadequate housing 
for many of them and they cannot afford 
that which is available. 

It is estimated that during the next 
20 years the number of people over 75 
in this country will pass the nine-million 
mark. 

There are growing pressures for in- 
creasing Social Security benefits and of 
outlawing age discriminations in employ- 
ment. Action along these lines is bound 
to come as the problem grows greater. 
The question of where to draw the line 
in the welfare state is the political deci- 
sion.which must be made. 

At any rate, we have not heard the 
last of the Forand Bill and similar meas- 
ures.

A sparkling article in the spring is- 
sue of the Georgia Review helps cinch 
the fact that the Southern “you all” is 
good grammar and effective English. 

Author George P. Wilson, a retired 
member of the faculty of the Women’s 
College of the University of North Caro- 
lina, points out that the expression has 
its roots in the speech of Elizabethan 
England and is found in standard English 
works of that period including those of 
Shakespeare.

Many Fail To Understand 
Meaning of Local Option 


People of the Ninth District appreciate the sympathetic ear of 
the Georgia School Study Committee and Chairman John A. Sibley. 
It was noteworthy that committee members commented on the cour- 
tesy and orderliness of the session here. Several said it was the 
most satisfactory session yet frum the standpoint of audience co- 
operation and since the problem is one that rouses tempers, our 
area can take a deserved pat on the back. 


The hearing revealed that un- 
fortunate problem that generally 
comes up when well-meaning peo- 
ple who agree with each other 
more than they think they do get 
all mixed up in words and 
phrases. 

We feel confident as a matter 
of principle that just about every- 
one in Georgia would rather de- 
cide the fate of his children’s ed- 
ucation on the local level rather 
than have it decided in a cen- 
tralized manner. We also feel con- 
fident that if there is any one 
basic idea in Georgia govern- 
ment, it is that people have a 
right to vote on critical issues. 
Try to convince the average 
Georgian that there are questions 
on which he should nét vote and 
see how far you get. 

Yet about one-fourth of the peo- 
ple who testified here (not count- 
ing how many each may have 
represented) seemed to think that 
a statement against “‘local op- 
tion” amounted to a statement 
against segregation. The truth is, 
we'd guess, many witnesses who 
want an opportunity for a local 
decision might well vote to close 


the schools in a local election. 


In this whole problem, since 
‘way back in 1954, it has been 
hard to straighten out the lan- 
guage and the terms we use. 
Every time a new term comes 
along it gets tougher. Naturally 
those people who would accept 
some integration rather than 
close the schools prefer local op- 
tion. They do so because the Gen- 
eral Assembly record reveals that 
our Legislature, if deciding for 
the whole state, would close the 
schools rather than permit one 
instance of desegregation. Be- 
cause these people hope local op- 
tion would at least delay any 
school closings and because they 
don’t want to be drowned in a 
general flood of shutdowns, those 
who watch them so they can take 
am opposite viewpoint have as- 
sumed that ‘“‘local option” means 
desegregation. 

Whatever the final decision, we 
hope it is made here and here 
alone and that-we are not carried 
along in either direction by a

The consequence hampers -dis- 
cussions between the two. De 
Gaulle is not going to abandon 
his stiff views on Berlin to suit 
his visitors’ tastes. 

Monsieur K reckons it is sound 
strategy to influence the opinions 
of post-Gaullist France. His is at 
Jeast a shorter-range gamble than 
De Gaulle’s own approach to Rus- 
sia. For if the general assumes 
that some day Russian ideology 
will swing away from Marxism, 
surely he cannot assume _ this 
trend will come soon after the 
demise of Khrushchev. 

In the interim we are faced 
with diplomatic anomaly. Khru- 
shchev has staked his propa- 
ganda all in France en attacking 
the foreign bulwark of the present 
French regime.

“All the speeches in the world 
are not going to have any effect 
now,” Johnson said. ‘‘We can stay 
here until doomsday and not 
change any votes... . I appeal to 
my colleagues to stop talking and 
start voting.’’

It was 
enough to unnerve a member of the 
temperance union, but Mr. Joe Tanen- 
baum, the track publicist, promptly as- 
sured one and all that they were real 
live elephants. A swift survey re- 
vealed that no one nad spotted a pink 
pachyderm. 


However, the elephants will be 
decked out in orchid when they go to 
post Saturday morning in the big Ele- 
phant Derby. 


The 100-yard elephant race is an 
entry on a day-long program on Filori- 
da Derby Day. Clyde, in light at 2,500 
pounds, is the odds-on favorite in the 


odd race. 


Bally Ache, the $2,500 Cinderella colt which has banked $432,- 
527 for owner Leonard Fruchtman, is the odds-on-choice in the $100,- 
000 mile-and-an-eighth event. 


At ‘the breakfast conference, trainer Jimmy Pitts readily ad- 
mitted that he thinks his horse will take home the winner’s check 
of $79,500. 


The front-running Bally Ache has finished in the money in 20 
of 21. races. Purchased from Gaines Brothers farm in Newport, 
Ky., for a mere $2,500, Bally Ache raced 16 times as a two-year 
old, won six races, finished second six times and third on three 
occasions. It all added up to $303,477 for Fruchtman’s Edgéhill 
farm. 


Bally Ache won the Hibiscus, Bahamas and the Flamingo in 
Florida this year and romped in second in an allowance and the 
Fountain of Youth handicap. In the short span of three months, 
the colt has added $129,050 to the Fruchtman account.
